La reviewing the past school year » the comiittee feel that 
they can congratulate the people of the town, on the success that 
has attended the efforts of the teachers iv the v arious schools. 


The only exception, was the winter term ib ‘the Poplar Div: 
and this was closed as soon as it became evident that the scholars 
were not reaping the full benefit of the money expended. 

The teachers have brought to their work a thorough prepara- 
tion, and x conceintious desire to leave an untarnished record be- 
hind. 


The committee cannot reasouably expect Peafection in the teach 
er, any more than the- public can reasonably expect perfection in 
the committee ; for there never was but one Perfect Man. 


But we do believe that the efforts of both committee, and teach- 


ers, have been rewarded — wW with a degree of success that is highly 
satisfactory. 


The five per ceut allowed the com. by law to be expended in> 
repairs, has not .been.used for, that purpose as with one or  two.9@x- 
ceptions, no repairs were needed. 

But there will have to be some another year. 


The house in the Burpee Div. needs some new doors, and there 
should be something done t» improve the condition of the wood 
shed and water closets, connected with the house in the Mills Vil- 
lage, and perhaps some small repatrs‘on some of the uther houses. 


While the people of Sutton have appropriated liberally for the 
support of schools ; and have, as was their duty; kept a watchful 
eye on them, yet-we caunot but feel as we look over the school reg 
isters ; that they, in common with the people of most other towns, 
are somewhat negligent in one important duty, and that is in show- 
ing their interest by frequent visits.
